Washington, June 22—Everywhere 
east of ‘the mountains ‘the country is 
in the grip of a heat wave which is 
smashing June records and promises 
to continue with no relief in sight. The 
weather ‘bureau's official thermometer 
shaded ‘by the buildings on the street 
level on Pennsylvania avenue regis- 
tered 100 degrees at 3 p. m. yester- 
day, From the northwest the wea- 
ther reports are that the thermometers 
registered as high as 105 and crops 
are in danger. 

Three Dead in Boston 

Joston, Mass., June 22—Three 
deaths and eight prostrations were 
the result of high temperature and 
humidity here yesterday. The official 
thermometers have 90 degrees as the 
highest temyperature of the day.

Philadelphia, Pa. June 22.—Ten 
deaths and many prostrations were 
reported. as the result of excessive 
heat here yesterday. ‘The maximum 
temperature was 08 at 3.10 yesterday 
afternoon, ‘The lowest for the day 
was at 4.30 in the morning when 
the mercury stopped at 72 The av- 
erage temperature was 82.

Globe.) 

The announcement in your issue of 
June 7th that most of what remained 
of the eastern slope of the Rockies 
has been addedtothe two greatanouns 
tain parks already set apart for the 
pwholic is welcome news to all lovers 
of mountains. Jt is very satisfactory 
to know that 14,400 square miles of 
the rugged slope of the Rockies cast 
of the watershed are withdrawn from 
private exploitation, and will (be ad- 
ministered as a forest reserve and as 
a protection to the wate rsupply of 
the prairies, 

The reserve includes much of the 
finest mountain scenery belonging to 
Canada, and doubtless it will be one 
aim of the department of the duiterior 
to open wp this magnificent park by 
means of surveys and the cutting of 
trails, so that Canadians may make 
use of a mountain playground scarcely 
surpassed in the world. (he numer- 
ous members of the Alpine Club of 
Canada, scattered over all our prov- 
inces, and also Great Britain and the 
United States, will naturally expect 
that this important feature of a moun- 
tain park will not ibe overlooked. 
Switzerland, New Zealand, Australia 
and other, countries which thave adopt- 
ed ¢his wise policy have reaped ex- 
cellent returns, even from the econ- 
omic side, through the throngs of 
travellers who have been attracted by 
scenery no better than our own. 

The Departmeni of the Interior 
has shown itself brilliantly success- 
ful in bringing the right kind of set- 
tlers to the prairie Provinces; but it 
can greatly add to the attractions of 
the west by opening up this vasrest of 
mountain warks to Canadians and to 
the world as a ground for healthful re- 
creation. It will ibe an effective ad- 
vertisement for Canada, and it will 
afford large profits to the Province of 
Alberta. 

lt is much ‘to -be regretted that, just 
at this juncture, the Department 
should have lost the services of Mr. 
A. O. Wheeler, Presdent of the Al- 
pine Club of Canada, the man best 
equipped by training and by love of 
the mountains to organize this very 
important side of the reserve. 

Up to the present year Mr. Wheel- 
er has been ‘wisely permitted to in- 
terrupt his survey work for a short 
time, so as to superintend the summer 
camps of the Alpne Club, which have 
been so successiul in drawing Can- 
adians into this manly and healthful 
sport, and in interesting famous climb- 
ers from all over the world in the 
beauties of our mountains. ‘This year, 
hawever, he was informed that leave 
of absence would not fhe granted ifor 
this punpose. As all preparations ‘had 
been made for an even more mport- 
ant camp ithan usual, Mr. Wheeler 
iclt it his duty to resign from ‘he 
surveys ‘branch of the department za- 
ther than irterrups tne progress of 
the Alpine Club of Canada. It is a 
pity that a department so keenly alive 
to the needs of taz west from the 
purcly material side should not ap- 
preciate an aspect of the great moun- 
taian area which would not only bring 
important pecuniary returns, ‘but also 
cultivate the whoiesome athletic and 
aesthetic sides of life. 

We Canadians will hardly be reck- 
oned thoroughly civilized till we add 
to our power of producing miilions of 
bushels of wheat some sense of hizh- 
er things, including the glorious up- 
lift of spirit that comes from the love 
of grand mountarns.

REQUEST MADE TO THE KING 


Chinese are Hopeful of Getting

Victoria, B.:C., June 22.—News was 
brought from ithe Orient by ‘the 
Monteagle that the ‘Chinese are iook- 
ing for a suitable naval base and with 
this end in view have appealed to 
Great Britain for the return of the 
Taku forts. Prince ‘Isai Hsun, who 
has charge of the reorganization. of 
the navy, was in England recently 
and according to native papers receiy- 
ed ‘by the Monteagle he personally 
asked the King about it and at othe 
time the Kimg stated that he appre- 
ciates the reorganization of the navy 
by China, but at Taku no forts may 
be built ‘according ‘to treaty and it 
is no use to give the ‘Iaku forts back 
to China, The Prince further asked 
for it and there may ‘be a possibility 
of getting consent from the British 
authorities in the matter, and there- 
fore it is desired that the Waiwupu 
may be ordered to jointly negotiate 
with the British legation in the mat-

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SHOW PROGRESS 


Figures of Canadian Trade Show 


Record Advance Over May 
Last Year, 


NEAR BILLION DOLLAR MARK 


At Present Rate of 
Canada’s Trade Will be Mea- 
sured in Ten Figures, 


Ottawa, June 22.—The figures of 
Canadian trade for May show another 
record advance over last year. The 
total trade for the month was $59,- 
137,272, an increase of $14,277,236 or 
ever 30 per cent. as compared with 
May of last year. The imports ‘total- 
led $38,821,963, an increase of over 
$10,500,000, and the largest increase 
on record for any one month. 

The exports of domestic ‘products 
totalled $18,347,432, an increase of $2,- 
537,225. Exports of foreign products 
totalled $2,018,557, an increase of over 
$1,000,000. 

For the first two months of the 
current fiscal year, the total ‘trade of 
Canada was $105,171,836,,an increase 
of twenty five and a quarter millions 
as compared with :the corresponding 
months of last year. At the present 
rate of increase Canada’s total trade 
will, within two years, reach the dil- 
lion dollars a year mark, 

For the current year the indications 
point to a total trade of over $800,000,- 
ooo. The customs revenue for last 
month was $5,818,480, an increase of 
$1,576,170 as compared with :the cor- 
responding month of last year. 


CALGARY'S Y, W. C. A. 


Calgary, June 22—The laying of 
the corner stone of the new Y. W. C.
